ADAMS OLIVE 
EXPANSION - 
IS UNDER WAY 


The olive processing firm of 
E. R. Adams and Son, one of the 
oldest concerns of its kind in the — 
nation, has combined the firm’s 
operation with two other’ well — 
known olive houses, The Sun- 
land Co. and the Terra Bella 
Olive association. 

The new concern will occupy 
the former plant of the Terra Bel- 
la association which is now in 
the process of being refitted and 
is scheduled to open on time for 
the coming season. Much of the 
machinery from the Sunland and ‘on 
Porterville plants have already 
been moved to the new location 
making the’ former STOMA plant 
one of the best equipped olive 
processing houses in the state. 

The Adams company in addition 
to being processors is also grow- 
ers, with approximately 300 acres 
of young trees under cultivation. 
However, the firm will process 
olives from individual ranchers, 
with purchases on the trade ac- 
ceptance plan of “three, six and 
nine.”’ 

According to plant manager C. 
J. June, the firm will employ 
at the peak of the season about 
140 employees. It is expected the 
plant will be in operation about 
eight months throughout the year 
wtih the season beginning the 
latter part of September. 

The handling of the fruit is 
about 85 per cent mechanical; 
pumps are employed in placing 
and removing the olives from the. 
brine and lye vats. Conveyors 
are used extensively in moving 
the fruit from process to packing.
